We have been most careful to include in our letters to the Department 
appropriate phraseology showing the restricted nature of investigations 
since 7-31-57, at which time this same issue arose in a Civil Rights 
case and Division-wide instructions were issued. Despite the fact 
that instant case was handled in 1955 and 19oo, it was an error in 
judgment not to have used more specific language because this would 
have made the record clear beyond any doubt.

iaiiRGated by the Legal Attache, closer supervision should have been affor ded to the 
inquiry initiated by the Legal Attache. The field should have been followed without 
request from the Legal Attache to insure against possible embarrassment by reason 
of4^y. 



The desirability of setting up deadlines for the handling of investigations 
referred by foreign police agencies, particularly those with whom liaison is maintained, 
has been discussed and reviewed with the Domestic Intelligence Division and the 
hivestigative Division. These divisions and the Training and Inspection Division concur 
in the suggestion that deadlines of 80 days be set for coverage of leads requested by 
such foreign agencies in absence of information from the Legal Attache indicating 
greater urgency. This vsdll compensate for some of the delay arising from the 
preees^ng of communications occasioned by the fact that all requests from Legal 
Attaches are channeled through Bureau headquarters and are channeled back through 
Bureau headquarters to Legal Attaches. It will give Bureau headquarters better 
control and prevent possible embarrassment.

conclusions reached and objectivity. Most unfortunate that hispector PMUips* per- 
formance on Deserter Fugitive Unit inquiry so superficial and inaccurate that it raises 
question as to whether Bureau warranted in retaining him in t 3 qie of work where Bureau 
has made such an investment in training him. Ih view of extreme importance of in- 
Hsoections very fact Director personally emphasized this to Phillips twice in intei 
views, the Director was certainly justified in recently commenting, ’’Apparently my 
talk with him had no effect if I can judge from his survey of handling fugitives in In- 
vestigative Division. ” 

This is Phillips' first offense in inspections. Other than alleging 
"failure to grasp" the objective, he makes no excuses, openly admits he blundered 
and fixnreRsefi a dedicated resolve to do the job As the Director 

ha pi so often said, good intentions are not what the Bureau has been built upop. 

Were it not for Mr. Tamm's recommendation, I would favor censure arnJ 
probation for PhiUips, thus giving the Bureau the chance to benefit from its sizeaty 
investment in Phillips’ inspection training and the lesson this should have taught him. 
However, since Mr. T amm is responsible for inspections and would be accountable 
for any future failure^ of Phillips, and since Mr. Tamm has clearly indicated a com- 
plete loss of confidence in Phillips as an Inspector by recommendii^his removal,

Regarding Assistant Director Tamm, he admittedly erred u i placing

REMOVAL FROM PROBATION / 

The Director has instructed that a review be made to determine 
whether Mr. Rosen should be removed from probation. 

Mr. Rosen was censured and placed on probation June 26, 1958, in 
view of findings ofe Inspector H. L. Edwards during the special inspection of the 
Deserter Fugitive Unit. On July 10, 1958, the Director saw Mr. Rosen who had 
called to express his regrets over the deplorable situation which had arisen in 
the Investigative Division. The Director told him he was thoroughly disgusted 
Wl the manner in which he had been supervising the Investigative Division and that 
the recent incident in the Fugitive Section was merely a culmination of a series 
of incidents which showed he had not exercised the proper supervisory direction 
of his division. The Director called Mr. Rosen’s attention to numerous weaknesses 
which he had detected in the operations of the Investigative Division. Mr. Rosen 
indicated he would do everything within his power to have the Division in proper 
condition when the forthcoming inspection was made. 

On August 26, 1958, Mr. Rosen was censured for the inadequate 
functioning of the Investigative Division in connection with a phase of a bank 
robbery case concerning the Greenwood Branch of the Seattle First National Bank. 

An unreasonable delay had occurred before appropriate action was taken in 
connection with a suspect whose name had been furnished by another law enforcement 
agency. 



Mr. Rosen’s, average daily overtime for April was 3 hours and 17 minutes: 
May - 3 hours and 9 minutes; June - 3 hours and 49 minutes; July - 3 hours and 22 
minutes; August - 3 hours and 25 minutes and September 2 hours and 48 minutes.

I did not have this airtel called to my attention and the question has 
been asked whether this airtel addressed to the Attention Laboratory would 
have been called by me to the Director’s attention to seek his approval for 
the covering of the leads, I am sure, upon examining the facts given to 
me, that I would not have bothered the Director with this airtel if it had 
been called to my attention. 



I do, however, emphatically agree with the Director that not- 
withstanding the fact the Congressman is satisfied, the Director is not, 

I believe it desirable to re-evaluate all leads, the purpose of which 
might be misconstrued, particularly in areas where tense racial situations 
exist. This is si^gested because persons who might Imye been fully co- 
operative in the past may now in recent v/eeks and months ha^o beOn subjected 
to pressures which generate antagonism against any repTbseiitativos of the 
Federal Government. Consequently, we should alert the field to this 
possibility existing in any of our interviews and we should set out the urgent 
need for the utmost care in handling all leads.

material (desk locked but damage during recent move prevented locking instant drawer- 
repair order placed after Inspector’s discovery).

Fir*»t 6 months' current fiscal ye^, July I through Becember 31, 1953, com 
pared with same period year ago show ctmvicttons ip 6% (5, 477 vs. 5, 765); fines, savings 
recoveries up 5% ($57, llu, 41u vs. $59, 993, 288); and fuglUves down 5% (4, 976 vs. 4, 714). 
Inspector stressed need to (1) pinpoint weak spots (c.g., where an office is below lastycaifs 
record or individual classlficalion is down) neediuyg ipe^al Intensification; (2) concentrate 
on any classification ha^g addidonal potential to mi^e !p for weak areas; (3) fully esploit 
all new classiEcations; (4) eapldt need for new legislation; (5) constantly stress streamlin- 
Ingj fuller use of maipower, and rigorous economy. Division deserves credit for much 
progress aloi^s these lines.

Conclusion Investigative operations strengthened and much progress made, stimulated and 
guided by results of inspection cE Deserter Fugitive Dnit. Division must concentrate on in- 
creasing fugitive statistics by exploiting and intensifying classifications having such poten- 
tial (e.g. , Selective Service). Much still to be done in newer fields of top criminal inteUi* 
genes, development of racial informants, Investigation of hate groups and bombing cases

Payment will be made for death by self-destruction after the Agent has been a 
member of the fund for a continuous period of two years. It is understood and agreed that the sum tendered herewith is a 
voluntary, gratuitous contribution to said fund which I understand is to be administered in the following manner. 

The Director of the FBI will appoint a committee which shall consider all matters pertaining to the acquisition, 
safe keeping and expending of said fund, which committee will recommend appropriate action to the Director in pertinent 
matters.

I have reviewed the results of the recent inspection of 
the Investigative Division and^ based i^>on the Inspector's findings, 
the various operations are rated as follows: Phy^cal Condition and 
Maintenance, Investigative Operations and Personnel Mhtters > Very 
Goodj Administrative Matters and Contacts and Liaison « Good. 

It was ascertained that the space occupied the 
Investigative Division was generally neat, clean and maintained in 
an orderly fashion. It is incumbent upon you to assure that the space 
available to your division continues to be equitably shared under the 
present crowded circumstances* As the Inspector pointed out, you 
should e3q)edlte the establishment of £q>propriate office space for the 
Civil Rights Secticm and also concentrate on providing suitable, 
private office space for Section Chiefs C. L. McGowan and 
T. J. McAndrews.

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I was pleased to note that the work load was adequate 
and equitably distributed and that the mail emanating from your division 
flowed smoothly. The importance of maintaining an even flow of mail 
is something which is of vital concern to me and you must continue to 
afford this matter your close personal supervision in order to preclude 
any delinquency from developing. In line with the over-all handling of 
maR, I noted that the Inspector found ten pieces of correspondence in a 
delinquent status during a check of mail in the Investigative l^vision. 

W hile all the delinquencies were satisfactorily essplained, 1 cannot over- 
emphasize the absolute necessity of fully discharging all of our super- 
visory responsibilities within the prescribed time.

It was particularly gratifying to note that the Bureau’s 
accomplishments are uniformly higher in all categories during the 
first ten months 6f the 1960 fiscal year as compared with the similar 
period in the previous fiscal year. Statistical accomplishments are 
cme of the principal standards by which the Bureau is judged and there 
is no phase of the havestigative Division’s operaticms which is of 
greater importance. Continue to follow this matter closely and exert 
every conceivable effort to guarantee surpassing the 1959 fiscal year 
accomplishments in every possible category. 

, The Inspector made aminalysis of the field delinquency 
in classifications supervised by the investigative Division and determined 
that the matter of delinquency in field operations is being afforded very 
close supervision. It was notedi however, that as of April 30, 1960, 
there were four classifications handled within your division which had 
a delinquency of ten per cent or more. While it Is recognized that these 
delinquencies were promptly called to the field’s attention, it is 
essential to keep all of our work in a current status. 

Few criminal categories are of greater importance 
than violations involving the Federal Bank Robbery Statutes* It is 
in this area, perhaps more so than in any other, that the public gauges 
the effectiveness of our entire operation. I was, therefore, pleased 
to note that thus far convictions, sentences imposed and savings and 
recoveries in bank robbery cases exceed the comparable period in 
the last fiscal year. 1 am, however, disturbed by the fact that of the 
violations reported thus far this fiscal year, seventy-^six have been 
closed unsolved and that there are two hundred twenty »f our unsolved 
cases in a pending status* I want the Inspector’s instructions regarding 
the analysis of closed unsolved bank robbery cases during the time of 
the various field offices’ semiannual administrative review carried 
out to the fullest extent. We must be absolutely certain that every 
avenue of logical investigative approach is thoroughly explored before 
allowing the field to close a case* I expect to see the number of closed 
and pending unsolved violations of the Federal Bank Robbery Statutes 
drastically reduced.

The administrative steps tat:en to assure prompt, 
thorough and vigorous investigative attention to alleged violations oi 
the Labor-Management Beporting and Disclosure Act of ldS9 are 
most reassuring. We must stay on top of these cases at all times; 
however, as the hispector indicated, we must also he in a position 
to reduce the supervisory personnel assigned to this classification 
In the event the anticipated case load fails to develop. 

The hicre^e in the number of both criminal informants 
and potential criminal informants is encouraging and clearly indicates 
a keen degree of alertness to the importance of this program on the 
part of your division. Certainly, the i^dns reflected in the accomplish- 
ments under this program vividly illustrate the results which are 
achieved through a vigorous approach. We must not, however, relax 
in our efforts to constanfiy strive to dbvelop even higher qaaH^ 
litformants. 



While the Inspector noted tlmt the Investigative Division 
genersdly afforded cases effective supervision, it was in flie area of 
cases handled 1^ the Bureau on a volume basis that the greatest weak- 
ness wa^ detected. It should not have been necessary for the Inspector 
to institute a uniform system of controls in order to assure that the 
important semiannual administrative reviews of cases in field offices 
are carried out on a current basis. 1 was disturbed ^ the backlog of 
these delinquent matters existing in the Fugitive Section. While 1 
recc^ize that in the thirty-three delinquencies noted, c^er adminis- 
trative steps had been taken in all but three instances, I insist that 
the Inspector's deadline to eradicate this delinquency by June 30, I960, 
be met. This supervisory shortcoming should not be allowed to recur. 

As you know, I approved the trial consolidation of the 
Special Inquiry and Employees Security Sections. 1 am fully cognizant 
of the fact that future developments might well necessitate a re- 
evaluation of this consolidation, but in the meantime I ezpect this 
merger to result in a tightly run and economical operation.

The decrease In errors in correspondence detected out- 
side the Investigative Division was encouraging. The Bureau is judged 
its accuracy and as you well know, I e^ct the elimination of all 
errors in correspondence. 1 was very pleased to note that the 
combined stenograpnic-typist production was 3.16 pages per hour. 

This was a decided improvement over the last infection. 

While the errors detected in connection with the Number 
One Hegisters were not substantive in nature, I fully eiqpect complete 
accuracy in the execution of official registers, in connection with 
economical operating procedures, great care must be exercised in 
connection with Icmg-dlstance telephcme calls. While it is recognised 
that imperative investigative matters often require the use of long- 
distance telephone facilities, these calls must be kept at the mhiimum 
and handled with the greatest possible brevity. The Inspector^ s 
instructions regarding a conUnual stu^ of investigative deadlines 
imposed upon tiie field offices must be borne in mind. Any unreason- 
able deadline creates unnecessary esg^ense and the possibility of 
wasted investigative time* 

1 noted with some concern the fact that you were only 
able to be present at four out of a scheduled twenty-two appearances 
thus far this year before In-Service classes. 1 realize that extremely 
important investigative developments; high-level conferences and 
annual leave are factors which must be considered, but the fact remains 
that it is mainly through In-Service classes that our investigative staff 
gets an importunity to discuss matters with the Bureau*s top officials. 

I fully eapect you to inmrove your attendance record before these classes. 

The Inspector stated that morale throughout the 
Investigative Division was high and that voluntary overtime was 
performed in an e<|uitable, unscheduled and productive manner. Tour 
personnel assigned was adequate, but not excessive, and I was 
particularly pleased to note that you did not find it necessary to request 
additional personnel, other than necessary replacements.

la connection witihi the Bureau* s Contact Program, I 
am disappointci by your participation to date and I mu3t onco again 
stress the importance which I personally place on this field of endeavor. 

If the Bureau Is to achieve the desired benefits from this program it is 
essential that it receive the full and wholehearted support of you and 
your entire supervisory staff. I want you to afford this prt^ram your 
personal attention and insist upon a vigorous program of significant 
outside contact work on the part of all members of your supervisory 
staff vddeh will accrue benefits to the Bureau as a whole. 

I was pleased to note that you personally handle liaison 
with top officials of the Department and that the liaison effected 
within their various spheres of activity by the sections witijin the 
Investigative Division is entirely satisfactory. 

It was most reassuring to note that the Crime Eecords 
Division classified the cooperation of tlie Investigative Division as 
excellent in connection with the important field of press matters. 

The various findings of the Inspection btaff have already 
been called to your attention. The observations brought to your 
attention during the course of the inspection should be carefuUy 
reviewed with your supervisory staff. Carefully study the inspection

BACKGROUND OR CURRENT INVESTIGATION OF DJLLON: 



Mr. Dillon was the subject of a Special Inquiry in 1953 when he was 
employed by the State Department. Based on a request from the White House 
a copy of the summary setting forth the results of the 1953 investigation was 
furnished to the White House in connection with his current position as 
Secretary of the Treasury. Based upon this, on February 9, 1961, Mr. Kenneth 
O’Donnell Of the Vi^te House requested the Bureau to bring up to date |^e 1^53 
Special Inquiry investigation conducted on Mr. Dillon. On the same daj^'the 
field was instructed to conduct siq)plemental investigation, bringing up 4© date 
the previous inquiry.

HANDLING OF THIS MATTER AT THE BUREAU 



Even though the Washington Field Office', which, conducted the investi- 
gation in this case, had beeninformed in other cases, involving other prominent 
individuals that no neighborhood investigations were to be conducted, that office 
raised no question as to the advisability of such inquiries in the Dillon case. 
[Technically, the field office was operating within the. literal interpretations of 
Bureau instructions since the manual requirj$s the neighborhood investigations.

Convictions in Bank Bobbery matters are down as compared 
with tile same period last year, preliminary figures furnished by 
you indicate you espect to overcome this deficiency in the next month. 

I will eapect you to give this matter your continuity close attention so that 
our accomplishments in this classification will exceed last year’s figure. 

The Bureau Is confronted with increasing responsibilities 
in the Civil Bights field. Only through ever-improving coverage in tMs 
vital area, particularly through racial informants, will the Bureau’s re- 
sponsibilities be adequately met. I want these matters to receive very 
aggressive attention and you must insure that they are closely supervised. 

The number of long-distance telephone calls was high, and 
they should be reduced consistent with investigative responsibilities.

This is a brief summary of Mr. Rosen^ s record for the 
Director’s use. 

Mr. Rosen entered on duty on 10-16-33 and is presently serving 
as Assistant Director in the General Investigative Division. He was rated 
OUTSTANDING on his 1962 annual performance report and he received a CASH 
AWARD of $500 in recognition of the outstanding rating. In the past year 
he was COMMENDED once. 



By letter dated 6-1-62 he was CENSURED for the failure of his 
division to immediately advise the Director of the fact that a prior Bureau 
investigation of Billie Sol Estes had been conducted in 1961. 

On 7-11-62 he was CENSURED & PLACED ON PROBATION for his failure 
to advise the Director of extremely important information relating to the 
Bureau’s investigation regarding Billie Sol Estes, namely a request by 
the Me Clellan^. Committee that we. hold in abeyance interviews v/ith Louie 
N. Dumas and Arthur D. Stone who were scheduled to testify before this 
group. 

By letter dated 7-20-62 he was CENSURED & CONTINUED ON PROBATION 
I for the failure of the Oklahoma City Office and the General Investigative 
Division to set out information regarding a previous investigation and 
.4 conviction of Louie N. Dumas. In addition to the shortcomings on the part 
of his division, it was obvious that he was most culpable in failing to 
properly brief the SAC of the Oklahoma City Office concerning the importaaoe 
of the Billie Sol Estes case and the absolute necessity of insuring that the 
Bureau’s responsibilities were completely covered. In connection with the 
handling of the Billie Sol Estes case by the General Investigative 
Division, the Director indicated that there was too much ’’executiveitis" 
in that division^niid that there were too many generals and too few top 
sergeants. ^

were either located by him through examination Of ^ireTai-ledger-e-^ense 
accounts or in most instances were brought to his attention by other Agents 
who were making examinations of caincelled chedss and vouchers. He maintained 
I that he did not eliminate any such items and without exception, all Such items 
I were immediately entered from the original record on detailed work papers 
which he maintained and which would be on file at the El Paso Office. 
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Regarding check JNb< 5182 and the voucher, SA Bare states he has positively 
no recollection Of this check being brought to his attention and that he is 

( positive the voucher was never brought to his attention, that he did not 
observe the voucher at any time. The cancelled check and voucher were jjQt 
entered on his work schedule prepared by him and definitely would have been 
entered if brought ito his attention. The El Paso Office examined the work 
papers prepared by Agent Bare and a review of these fails to reflect any 

J entry covering the cancelled check and voucher No. 5182. SA Bare is assigned 
to the Albuquerque Office and was on the JEstes special at El Paso, Texas. 

In connection with our investigation into allegations of irregularities 
in cotton allotments, our Oklahoma Ciiy Office interviewed Louis N. Dumas 
and obtained from Mm a signed sworn statement on May 28, 1962. Among other 
things, Dumas stated, ’’that at no time was any offer made to Arthur Stone 
lor myself of financial reward or any other material gain to get us to help in 
*the transfer of the cotton allotments. " 

On May 29, 1962, our Oklahoma City Office interviewed Arthur D. 
Stone under oath and obtained a signed sworn statement. He also denied any' 
bribe offer to Mm or Dumas in connection with the transfer Of cotton allotments. 

On May 30, 1962,. our Pallas Offipe interviewed ParneE Edward 
Biggerstaff in connection with Ms association with and dealings bn behalf of 
Estes. He admitted being a "finder" for JEstes and selling cotton land to 
farmers who would transfer their cotton allotment to Texas. He denied havii^ 
any contacts with Government employees and did not know of anyone being 
'^paid off, " 



The results of the above interviews were furnished to the Criminal 
Division of the Department in FBI reports of June 5 and June 19, 1962. On 
June 20 . 1962, Biggerstaff advised that after his prior interview With the FBI, 
he conferred with Ms attorney who advised Mm to furnish all information to 
the FBI. A signed sworn statement wa.s taken from Biggerstaff in wMch he 
stated that in July of 1961, he learned in conversation with Bobbie Frank Estes 
and Glenn Biake that they were paying a farmer in Pittsburg County, Oklahoma, 
$5, 00 per acre for locating farmers who would purchase land in the Texas 
area. Biggerstaff made the statement that the "boys in the ASC (Agriculture 
Stabilization and Conservation Service) office in McIntosh County, Oklahoma, 
should get sometMng for their trouble. " Biggerstaff stated that he was then 
given an envelops for delivery to the ASC office wMch, in Ms opinion, con- 
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jtained ^!>ound $1600. He placed the envelope on the desk of Dumas, stating 
f to him, "here is a little present for you. " According to Biggerstaff, Duinas 
made no statement and was not seen to touch the envelope and he had no 
further contact with Dumas since that time. 



On i nterview on Jun e 20> 1962, Biggerstaff advised that he had been

in early June, 1962, and had been subpoenaed to appear in Washii^ton on 
June 2 '7, 1962, for hearing. Biggerstaff stated that he did not furnish the 
McClellan Committee investigator with information as to the payoff of ASC 
officials.

The results of the interview of Biggerstaff were furnished to the 
Department on the morning of June 21, 1962, and set forth in our weekly 
memorandum to the Attorney General on June 21, 1962. 

Based on this information, the Oklahoma City Office was instructed 
to locate and interview Dumas and Stone, On June 23, 1962, Oklahoma City 
advised that it had learned from the Agriculture Department’s office at Eufaula, 
Oklahoma, that Dumas and Stone had departed the past week end for McClellan 
Committee hearings in Washington. The office was not aware of the manner in 
which they could be contacted while in attendance at Committee hearings. 

Dumas had hoped to return to Eufaula within the next three or four days. 

The Washington Field Office attempted to locate Dumas and Stone for 
interview concerning Biggerstaff’s allegations of June 20, 1962, and on June 27, 
1962, contacted the McClellan Committee to ascertain if they were at the Com- 
mittee and where they were sta 3 d.ng in Washington if that were known. At that 
time, we learned that Dumas and Stone were in the Committee offices for interview. 

On June 28, 1962, the Washington Field Office again checked with the 
McClellan Committee and learned that Dumas and Stone had been at the 
McClellan Committee the prior evening and were on June 28, 1962, in the 
Committee offices Standing by for further interview and to testify when called. 
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I On June ^9, 196^, Inspector Charles H, Stanley received a telephone 

call from Bon O’Bonnell, Committee Counsel of the McClellan Committee, 'who 
stated that Senator McCl^an had requested the Bureau to hold in abeyance its 
interview of Biggerstaff, Bumas, and.Stone until after they had testified. We 
learned that these three individuals had babn standing by in the committee room 
and were espected to testify momentarily. On that date, Secretary of Agriculture 
Orville Freeman was still testifying and being question^. 



On the same date the Oommittee*s liaison representatiye advised 
Bie Washington Field Office that they wsre of the opinion that any effort to 
mteryiew these persons prior to their testimony would be highly undesirable 
and that, he would advise the Washington Field Office as soon as he learned 
tiiat they had been discharged by the Committee* 

Section Chief William B, Welte, on receipt of the aboye request from 
the McCli^an Committee, took into consideration at that time that these individuals 
were broi^ht to- Washington, B* C. , ty the McClellan Committee under subpoena 
and had been at, the McClellan Committee the entire day on each day that they 
were in Washington and that any-night interviews with them would be undesirable, 
as well as interviews vdth these individuals in the committee space at the Capitol. 

I Pf concern was the desire to not interview potential witnesses too close to the 
time that they topk the stand before the McClellan Committee in view ef the 
possible undesirable publicity of FBI interfering with .Committee Witnesses, which 
could possibly result. The Washington Field Office was, therefore, informed 
by Welte on June .29, 1962, that inasmuch as the witnesses were momentarily 
expected to. testify they should hold in abeyance at that time efforts to interview 
the Witnesses since, they would be made available immediately after testifying, 

^ I The committee stated it was anticipated that Stone and Bumas would deny receiving 
I any money from Bj^gerstaff as ihey had in the past, both to the McClellan 
I Committee inyestigatOrs and to Qur Agents. C^ile it was not a factor at that 
time, it is questionable whether or not Bumas and Stone would have broken 
inasmuch as Snyder and Bare had not pursued logical investigation re cancelled 
/ check and voucher reflecting payments tp Bumon and .Stone from the files of 
’ ' Estes, having only the statements of Biggerstaff concerning Bumas and Stonei ) 

The Criminal .Section prepare*^ memorandum dated June 29, 1962, 
pointing out the reason why we had been desirous of interviewing the three and 
that we had been attemptii]^ tp locate and interview them in Washington, where 
they were under subpoena by the McClellan Committee and expected to testify 
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. momentarily,. The fact that Senator McClellan requested we withhold oUr 
I interview was set forth. This^ memorandum^ dated Jxme 29, 1962, was called 
ta my attention \jy Inspector .James R. Malley on June 29. 1962 . Inasmuch 
as I was advised the Committee anticipated that these individuals would 
1 1 testify momentarily, I asked that the results of their testiinony be imfnediately 
I ( set forth and sent forward. 

On July 2,. 1962, the Washington Field Office advised that the 
McClellan Committee had Secretary of Agricutture Orville Freeman on the 
stand until 6:45 p. m^ > Juiie 29, 1962^ Under questioning by the Senators. 

The. Senators had indicated there were fiirther questions to ask of Freeman 
and the hearing was adjourned until 10:90 a. m. , Thursday, July 5, 1962. 

Secretary of Agriculture Freeman took the stand on July 5, 1962, 
and remained on the stand the entire day. On July 6, 1962, Biggerstaff and 
subsequently Stone and IXimaS took the stand.

Records in the El Paso Office contain no information showing that 
any action was taken by i^ent Bare and when he was contacted, he stated he 
had no recollection concerning, this item. There was no follow-up system 
utilized by the El Paso Office. It was the Agent's responsibility to follow 
through on any item given to him for handling, due to the large number of 
records being processed (approximately 40, OQO). It is noted that Bare was 
working in the same office with Agent Snyder. The El Paso Office has stated 
that it has no possible way of obtaining further information concerning this matter.

SAC Crosby states that in coraiecttOn with such items, Agent Snyder 
personally handed these items to the Agents who were responsible for taking 
further action. Although Bare does not recall receiving the particular item in 
question,, it is observed that it is highly unlikely Snyder,, who caii account for his 
actions and who did work with Bare On Other matters and who, according to SAC 
Crosby, personally handed these items which were obtained to the indiyidual Agents,, 
Would make notes that are not accurate. It is. noted that Bare has advised 
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that records concerning political contributions and/or gifts and favors to 
political figures and Gtovernment employees were either located by him through 
examination of general letter expense accounts or in most instances were 
brought to his attention by other Agents making examinations of cancelled 
checks and vouchers.

It is iioted that Agent Bare is a veteran and has been an Agent since 
1949. Previous to that time he was a Fingerprint Classifier from December, 
1941 to 1943, and he returned from the Service in January^ 1946. If is recom- 
mended that he be Oensured, placed on probation, and suspended fOE thirty 
days. 



Special Agent Robert L, Sny^^ei^ Minneapolis 'lattice, was assigned 
to the Estes case On special assignment. He made a record in this case showing 
he received the cancelled check and voucher frOm a representative of the 
McClellan Committee and that he, in turn, gave this material to Agent Bare 
for appropriate handling. Record in the El Paso Office contain no infor- 
haation showing that any further action was taken by >A^ent $nyder with reference 
to this. His records merely show that he handed it to Agent Bare and now 
Bare states he has no recollection of receiving this item. Although Snvder 

I recalls the item and his records reflect he gaye it to Bare, Agent Bare states 
he has no recollection of thig item, nor does he have any documentation to 
support his position. The El Paso Office has stated it has no possible way of 
Obtaining further information concerning this. 

While Agent Snyder has the record to rely upon, there is no proof 
that he actually followed through and gave the material to Agent Bane, i^ent 
Snyder entered On duty 5/16/32 as a clerk and has been an Agent since June 5, 

1 1939, with the exception of the period 12/13/49 when he resigned, until 9/5/50 
when he was reinstated. He is a fully qualified accountant. It is recommended 
that he be censured, placed on probation, and suspended for 30 days.

He did, 
however, fail to fOUOw on this matter inasmuch as Dumas and Stone did not 
momentarily testify On June 29, 1962,. as reported. It is recommended that 
SA Welte be censured and placed on probation.

In addition to promptly reporting the matters to the EBI 
and local authorities , it would appear that the companies should set up 
a more effective security control of the stock issues. As it now stands, 
there appears to be little or no control. 

If the above loose handling of these issues by a reputable firm 
such as Bache and Company is the standard operating procedure in such 
firms, it would appear that sizeable issues may be missing from other 
brokerage firms. 



V/ith reference to the handling of this ease at the Seat of 
Government, the New York Office advised by teletype dated July 11, 1962, 
that a preliminary inventory of the vault of Bache and Company was being 
taken in an effort to determine whether any other certificates other than 
the certificates reported by the Denver Office as a result of the arrest 
of Fisher, were missing. They indicated that approximately twenty to ^ 
thirty million dollars v/orth of securities v/ere on hand in ’’street Name” 
and that possibly betv/een one and three million dollars worth of 
securities were missing.

New York states that it deemed this pertinent as a means by 
which loan sharks and bookmakers could induce dishonest employees to 
steal stock certificates. It was also on this date, July 1 7, 1962, that 
the New York Office advised the Bureau they had interviewed 
an employee of Bache and Company previously referred to.

Delinquencies in handling Estes and Bache cases reflect adversely on 
Specific Division Operations. (Covered in detail under Administrative Operations.) 
Following increases in work load noted since last inspection: Accounting and Fraud 
Section 9.2%; Criminal Section 2. 5%; Civil Rights Section (Civil Rights Unit 10% and 
Organizations Unit 19%); Name Check Section 12%. Continued emphasis has been 
placed on Hoffa Labor r^atter cases. Department and Division also continue to 
follow closely Antitrust matters, general labor cases and civil rights and related 
matters. One substantive error and two form errors detected in 101 files reviewed. 
Field delinquency in cases supervised by Division G, G%, May 31, 1962. 

Statistical accomplishments for Bureau for 1962 Fiscal Year up in all 
categories as follows: Convictions 2%; Fines, Savings and Recoveries 4%; Fugitives 
12%; and Automobiles recovered 3%. General havestigative Division primarily respon- 
sible for supervision of all these categories except Fugitives and Division contributes 
to accomplishments of tills latter category. 

Review of surveys and Intensification Programs initiated by Division 
indicates currently justified. Instructed to continually evaluate the need for these £md 
any other surveys initiated. Suggestion submitted to evaluate four major eases 
ponding wherein no clear-cut investigative jurisdiction lies with view toward reducing 
investigative activity. Based on suggestion during inspection. Division to study 
feasibility of conducting regional conferences or specialized Ii-Service Training on 
White Slave Traffic Act matters.

Organizational structure appears adequate. Departmental and Congressional interest 
requires that many of the categories supervised receive close supervision with short 
deadlines. Close administrative control essential incMl rights fieM and many of 
labor and accounfing and fraud cases. Administrative review letters to field 
delinquent in Criminal Section due to Estes case. Should be followed closely. 

Stenographic production of 3.0 pages per hour considered excellent 
in view of number of new employees included in compilations. The 5% figure of 
retypes is high. Division instructed to use ink corrections for minor corrections 
on memoran^ to be retained within Bureau. 

Suggestion submitted during last inspection that monograph be 
prepared re fraudMent practices md investigative techniques to uncover frauds. 
Central Eesearch Section unable to prepare monograph due to other urgent project. 
Accounting and Fraud Section to continue to gather data and follow preparation. 

Civil Bights Section instructed to destroy certain memoranda concerning confidential 
informant coverage and to destroy extra copies of Civil Eights Brief - 1961. 

Spot checks of registers and leave records revealed no delinquencies.
